Revelations in Captured Documents 


Details of a German plan in 1940 
to transport all European Jews to the 
island of Madagascar, in the Indian 
Ocean, after the signing of a peace 
treaty, is contained in one of the 
memoranda included in “ 


on German Foreign Policy,” published | 


last week by H.M. Stationery. Office. 
The documents are from captured Ger- 
man archives. The period dealt with 
in the latest volume is from June 23 


to August 31, 1940. 


The plan is contained in a memo- 
randum by Franz Rademacher, head of

Foreign Minisiry, In 1952 Rademacher 
was sentenced by a Nurember court to. 
41. months’ imprisonment after being

He escaped from Germany in 
1953, after having been temporarily 
released from custody pending retria 
In 1954: he was reported to have set up
